Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  for  1 965,  which  is  a  summary 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  this  department  over  the  year.  Nearly  all  this 
work  is  routine  and  requires  constant  attention  to  detail  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  special  skills.  Nevertheless,  each  item  is  individual  and  peculiar 
to  itself,  so  that  any  attempt  to  treat  work  as  routine,  lessens  its  effi¬ 
ciency. 

You  will  see  from  the  lists  of  tables  that  by  and  large  the  health  of 
the  community  has  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  no  com¬ 
ments  are  called  for  in  the  matter  of  Infectious  Diseases  or  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area. 

It  is  my  custom  each  year  to  deal  more  fully  with  one  particular  as¬ 
pect  of  work  of  the  department,  and  this  year  I  propose  to  say  something 
about  the  problems  affecting  old  people,  no  longer  able  to  fend  for  them¬ 
selves. 

It  is  considered  most  important  that  nothing  should  be  done  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  an  individual’s  freedom  to  live  the  sort  of  life  he  chooses,  pro¬ 
vided  that  neither  his  behaviour  nor  the  circumstances  in  which  he  lives 
cause  a  nuisance  or  distress  his  neighbours.  It  is  therefore  considered 
that  no-one  should  be  removed  to  a  home  or  to  hospital  against  his  or  her 
7/ishes,  unless  one  or  both  of  these  two  conditions  are  fulfilled,  or  unless 
the  person,  concerned  is  incapable  of  making  such  a  decision.  In  the  first 
place  cases  are  reported  either  by  family  doctors,  by  neighbours  and  by 
geriatric  Health  Visitors  or  found  in  the  course  of  routine  inspections  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors.  (It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  generally  regarded  as  the  first  place  to  go  in  order 
to  obtain  information,  or  an  answer  to  a  problem.)  Investigations  then 
take  place,  using  a  strictly  medical  discipline  i.e.  the  diagnosis  is  made 
of  the  condition  leading  up  to  the  circumstances  appertaining  at  the  time; 
then  an  estimate  is  made  of  the  likely  outcome,  and  finally  a  programme  is 
evolved  in  each  case  for  the  management  of  the  situation. 

During  19&5,  five  cases  have  been  under  review. 

In  two  cases,  orders  were  obtained  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  pa¬ 
tients  under  the  National  Assistance  Act.  In  one  case,  a  patient  had  re¬ 
fused  treatment  and  in  the  later  stages  of  her  cancerous  condition,  became 
unmanageable  outside  hospital.  She  caused  considerable  distress  to  her 
neighbours  by  her  very  presence. 
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/in  another 


In  another  case  an  order  had  to  be  made  because  the  woman  concerned  suf¬ 
fered  from  "drop”  attacks  due  to  cerebral  arterio  sclerosis.  She  lived 
in  a  semi-detached  bungalow  and  her  condition  produced  a  serious  fire 
risk  to  the  community.  Another  old  lady  was  persuaded  to  enter  a  nursing 
home  voluntarily.  Her  inability  to  get  about  and  her  deafness  had  resul¬ 
ted  in  her  being  totally  cut  off  from  human  society  and  it  was  only  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  that  she  was  persuaded  to  enter  a  home.  Isolation 
seems  to  reinforce  a  desire  for  further  isolation. 

Other  cases  were  under  constant  supervision  by  the  geriatric  Health 
Visitor,,  and  it  is  fitting  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  carried  out  by  her, 
even  though  she  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  and  not  the  District 
Council.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  dirt  and  a  foreign 
body  contained  in  a  bottle  of  milk,  resulting  in  a  fine  of  £2.  0.  0.,  with 
£6.  5.  0.,  costs. 


A  deposit  in  a  bottle  of  light  bitter  beer  was  found,  upon  analysis, 
to  consist  of  filaments  of  mould  growth  closely  resembling  Chalara  Myco- 
derma.  As  the  result  of  correspondence  with  the  Brewers  concerned,  imp¬ 
rovements  were  made  in  the  bottle  washing  and  inspection  arrangements. 
Legal  proceedings  were  not  taken  in  this  case.

STONING  BATHS. 


There  are  no  publicly  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  The 
privately  owned  swimming  bath  at  The  Lawns  Hotel,  Kempsey  was  again  open 
to  the  public  during  the  summer  months. 

The  sise  of  the  bath  is  60  feet  by  30  feet,  the  depth  at  the  shal¬ 
low  end  is  3  feet  6  inches  and  at  the  deep  end,  7  feet.  The  capacity  is 
approximately  6k, 000  gallons. 

The  bath  is  filled  from  a  deep  well  on  the  premises. 

The  water  is  treated  by  preliminary  screening,  filtration,  simple 
chlorination  and  aeration  by  means  of  a  "cascade",  the  turnover  period 
being  a  maximum  of  6  hours. 

Samples  taken  throughout  the  season  indicated  that  a  satisfactory 
level  was  maintained.

Of  the  supplementary  5  years  slum  clearance  programme  approved  in 
September,  19&2,  respecting  107  dwellings,  to  date  only  33  Closing  or  Demo¬ 
lition  Orders  have  so  far  been  made. 

Of  this  number,  1?  were  unoccupied,  and  of  the  16  occupied  premises, 

2  of  the  tenants  preferred  to  find  their  own  accommodation.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory, 
two  stations  have  been  established  in  the  district.  One  station  is  sited  at 
the  primary  school  in  Upton  Town,  and  the  other  is  in  the  pump  house  of  the 
water  works  at  Redhill,  Tunnel  Hill,  Upton.  Daily  readings  are  taken  and 
visits  are  necessary  to  change  the  filter  papers,  and  also  the  bottles  con¬ 
taining  the  liquid  through  which  the  air  is  bubbled. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Complaints  continue  to  be  received  throughout  the  district,  but  espe¬ 
cially  from  Kemps ey,  Naunton  in  Ripple,  Bushley,  and  Longdon  Heath,  regar¬ 
ding  lack  of  sewers  and  nuisance  from  small  privately  owned  installations. 

Preliminary  work  for  the  preparation  of  sewerage  schemes  for  Severn 
Stoke  and  Kinnersley,  Earls  Croome  and  Baughton,  and  Ripple  Village  and 
Uckinghall,  is  still  in  progress. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Council* s  Surveyor. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT. 

Complaints  were  received  of  a  nuisance  caused  by  a  new  planing  machine 
installed  in  a  woodworking  factory.  The  new  machine  was  an  improvement  on 
the  previous  apparatus,  in  so  far  that  it  planed,  in  one  operation,  3  sides 
of  a  piece  of  timber.  Unfortunately,  the  amount  of  noise  increased  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  increased  performance.  The  management  proved  to  be  most  co¬ 
operative  and,  by  experiment,  were  able  to  blanket  a  large  proportion  of  the 
noise. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Three  new  petroleum  installations  ?/ere  tested  and  approved  during  the 
year,  giving  a  total  of  seventy-one  premises,  in  the  district,  licensed  in 
accordance  with  the  above  Act.
